An examination into the revenue frauds 
in the Cincinnati district reveals the fact 
that a good deal of swindling has been go­ 
ing on. It bas been discovered that many 
liquor dealers have neglected to destroy 
stamps or empty packages and have re­ 
turned the same to the rectifiers and they 
have been received. 
A large number of 
stamps for fermented liquors removed from 
packages have been louod in the posses­ 
sion of dealers. Empty beer kegs with 
stamps perfect have been found In wagons. 
The rectifiers, in many cases, have not 
made proper entries and have refilled pack 
ages. Several wholesale dealers have neg­ 
lected to have their books filled out, and 
have rectified, compounded and sent out 
spirits without stamps as required, in 
many cases tobacco manufacturers have 
failed to make the required entries in the 
books, Many cigar manufacturers Lave 
not complied with the law and there is ev­ 
idence that some of them are defrauding
